propriations for the same purpose. It 
wae finally decided to report adversely 
on tbe bill. 


The senate judiciary committee de* 


cided this afternoon by a majority vote 
to support senate bill 33 favorably. The 
bill was introduced by (Senator Bui la 
and is popularly known as tbe Torreua 
lauil act. The purpose of the bill is to 
simplify the law relating to transfers of 
land, eliminating tbe complex features 
of the common law which now obtains. 


Tbe assembly committee on munici- 


pal corporations held a long discussion 
on bill 200, introduced by Bettuiau of 
San Franciaco. The measure is to vali- 
date the orgunizutioti of municipal in- 
corporations. 
Home exceptions were 


taken to it by Chairman Valentine on 
the ground Ihnt it proposes to legalize 
the acts of municipal corporations 
whether or not they had been legally or 
properly organized. A majority of tbe 
committee voted to recommend the bill 
for favorable puaetigo.

Suit to Recover the Document* 


Commenced. 


SAN FKANCIHCO, January 19. — The liti 


gation over the now famous Fair-Oald 
well letters began today when Charles 
Fair told how he had obtained posses 
sion of the documents. This was by 
paying ?10Q for the letters to Detective 
Htillwell, who was supposed to pay it in 
turn to Jerome Caldwall. 


The late Senator Fair wrote 115 letters 


to his friend Jerome Caldwell during tht 
last thirty years of his life. In many ol 
these documents the private affairs of 
numerous persons well known on tbe 
coast, were discussed witb remarkable 
freedom. Caldwell was ready to sell the 
letters for $2500 but agreed to take $100, 
ir a little less than a dollar apiece, for 
;he lot. According to Mr. Fair e sworn 
itatement, he paid $100 to Detective 
Jtillwell, who was negotiating the pur- 
chase, and received the letters together 
with a typewritten copy thereof. Sud- 
lenly suit was brought against Fair for 
;he recovery of the letters and in. 'the 
complaint that was filed was a copy of 
every letter furnished by Stillwell to the 
attorneys for Fair. 


Fair testified that he engaged Still- 


well and that the latter went to Los 
Angeles and bought the letters for $100. 
?air gave the money to Stillwell, pre- 
uming the latter in turn paid Call] well.
